A bill for the protection of artistic copyright has been draughted in 
England by a number of painters and sculptors, and submitted to 
the Royal Academy. It contains the simple proposition that, where 
no agreement to the contrary exists, the copyright of a work shall 
rest with the artist : with a provision that, in the case of a portrait, 
the express consent of the sitter must be obtained before any replica 
or reproduction can be made by the printer or sculptor. 
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
